Three Hundred Were Overcome by 


Smoke--Eight Ambulances 
Sent lo Scene 


(Canadian Hress' Despatch) 

NEW YORK, Jap’ 6.—Eleven — por- 
sons were killed in a fire which raged 
in the subway at Broadway near fifty- 
fifth-street atthe helght of the rush 
hours this morning. 

More than S00 pervons were over- 
come by smoke. 

For the first time in the history of 
the fire depariment « specinI nlarm 
called out the Oremen and the batial- 
Jon chiefs without apparatus to fight 
tho flames and care for the injuigdy 

A tie-up started at cight o'clock, the 
beginning of the rush hour. Ang hour 
and a half later some slaw express 
service was started only to be halted 
by the discovery of fire. Three alérms 
were turned ip. Eight ambulances 
were sent to the scone and more were 
called for imnediatoly. 

From the trains stalled betwoen the 
stations the fremen cmerged bearing 
the unconscious victims. Every avail- 
able fireman thrt could be spared was 
called on to help. 

Unpreceder.ted congestion provailed 
at almost every subway station at 
Brooklyn and the Bridge Manhattan 
entrence was choked by tens of thou- 
sands. For Yifty minutes detachnients 
of police reserves struggled with the 
pit before order could be rostor-

Tho witness spent 
many evenings with the young: oper- 
ator, who was teaching him telegraphy 
and the duties of reporting trams. 
Often when Stone had leave of absence 
or overstayed his leave, the witness re- 
ported trains for him. He believed 


that Stone's best girl lived at Port 


Huron, hut he never heard of a rival 
or of any tronble over the girl. Bir- 
mingham owned an old rusty revolver, 
but had never been ablo to get any 
cartridges to fit it. He never saw a 
revolver in Stono’s possession. He bad 
been with Stono until 12.30 the night 
of the murder, and then went homo 
and to, bed. He had not heard a shot 
during the night. The Crown Attor- 
ney statcd tizt he believed the wit- 
ness knew more about the crime than 
le was telling, and that ho would bo

Mr. G. C. Publow, chief dairy instruc- 


tor for tern Ontario, led a general 
discuss’ on the production of milk 
and cream. As far as he could 
the chief falling in connection with 
‘the industry lay with the farmer him- 
self in not providing a proper and 
sufficient supply of fodder all the year 
round, He felt-that elghty per tent. 
of the cows In the country were cnp- 
able of doubling thoir production if an 
abundant suppic cf suitable fax ma- 
terial was supplied. Dairy instruction 
and dairy literature has been itrecly 
circulated for a great number of years 
but the same old defects existed. Pos- 
sibly fifty per cent. of the dairymen of 
this country were = delivering their 
milk tin such a condition as enabled 
the cheese makers to produce fancy 

} butter and cheese, Why should not 
the other fifty por cent. be made to 
fall in tine? 

Better sanilary conditions were pri- 
marily needed. Milkgnow ennnot be 
left in the can from night till morning 
and be delivered in good condition. 
Once cows were milked in the open, 
but now this was done in sanitary sta- 
tions. Clean conditions in connection 
with the production of milk and cream 
Insured better keeping conditions. 

H Farmers already doing the proper 
| thing should appeal to their fellow 
farmers to do likewise. 

The benefits to be deprived from 

| improved conditions were wet! fe<erv- 
ed The cow should have a fa'r chance 
to Ive as it should. No dairy animal 
deserved more consideration. But un- 
less adequate ewtipment was supriled 
good dairying waa un impossibility. 

Tainted milk plueed in good wit 
would destroy the eclling qualities of 
ic There would be ‘uss in both que e 
tity and quaYty. Sound flavored cheese 
and butter could not be manufacture! 
from unsound milk cream. - 

Unless methods could be adeuted or 
suggested of bettering milk produc- 
tion, dairymen’s conventions woutt be 
of no avail. 

Following Mr. Publow's ‘8 remarknr, in 
opportunity for discussion was alive: 
ed, Mr, Publow declared that - the 
butter produced In Eastern Ontario 
was not fit for shipment to the forelg:: 
markets. He threw outa note of 
warning to slairymen to nwaken to 
thelr responsibility. The western pra- 
vinces would soon outstrip the east in 
the production of butter, at the pre- 
sent rate. 

Ho urged farmers to be careful in 
selecting their cows, else a good herd 
could not be built up. The need of 
modern milking machines was essen- 
tial before the herd could be placed 
on a higher Jevel. Nothing would save 
Ontario's reputation for cream or but- 
ter but better grading. New Zealand 
butter, Saskatchewan and Alberta but- 
ter was largely graded, hence its in- 
creasing. superiority.

The river.was covered with boats and |- 
canoes, and the space of land be- { 
tween the scaffold and the river was 
crowded, 

The execution had nothing out of 
the common up to the moment when, 
the drop fell. Then the rope must 
have beer worn® for it snapped off 
off and Jeft the condemned man col- 
lapsed in a heap on the ground be- 
low it. There was an immense shout 
from the crowd and the aman, recov- 
ering his senses pushed off the. cap 
that had been drawn over-his eyes, 
and began-fo untie the noose about 
his) neck.

“The German defensive is an active 
one.

But it remains true that such action 
Js none the less essentially defensive, 
even though here and there: one of 
thelr counter-attacks may succeed fn 
regaining possession of a trench or in 
driving back a small section of our 
front. 

“If we retain ihe initiative it will 
méan that (he German soldier gradu- 
ally will become increasingly con- 
eclous that he fs no longer marching 
on Calais or Paris; (hat Instead of 
pressing forward his work Is merely 
to maintain what already has been 
won, and that eveh this limited object 
has not been attained. Hitherto he 
has continually been told that rein- 
forcements ate about to arrive end 
that an advance In force Is imminent, 
while reports of startling victories on 
land and pea are disseminated broad- 
cast, But such fabrications can no 
longer carry conviction, 

“The more thoroughly they are now 
deceived to the true sition, the 
Greater will be the disillusionment if 
they realize that ultimate victory is 
unattainable.’ 

After referring to the ultimate con- 
sequences of repeated small suc- 
cesses, the British observer adds: 

“It muat pot, however, be thought 
that this is other than very slow and 
laborious progress, or that the final 
teault is within immediate reach. -Yet 
every capture by the allies of a trench 
represents lost ground for which the 
enemy expended much blood and 
treasure, and is a step forward in the 
Process of attrition which eventually 
will bring the war to an end.” -

Has Made Little Headway. 





Freezing, Over of ‘the Lower Vistuta 
Will Enable Russians tu Cross ‘the 
River In Rear of Von Hinden. 
berg'’s Army—East Prussian Oper. 
ations Are Again Resuming 
Position of Chict Importance. 


LONDON, Jan, 18,—Fiold Marshal 
von Hindenburg has not succeeded io 
makiog any headway in his attacks 
on tho Russlans boldidg the road to 
Warsaw despite his vigorous attacks. 
To tho north the Russians have reach- 
ed points where they are seriously 
menacing the Germans attacking on 
the Brura front. With the freezing 
of the lower Vistula, the Ice will af- 
ford an easy pasnage across the river 
dn Von Hindeaoburg's rear. 

Tho Germans are using beavy ar- 
tilery to a great extent to hammer 
the Russian tines, especially on the 
front before Warsaw. Further to the 
sonth the Austrians are also depend- 
ing on thole artiilery to hold the Rus- 
slans in check. The fighting has been 
heavy on th> Dunajee river, where, If 
the Austrians fall to hold their nres- 
7; lloes, an advance by the Ruzsians 

Ul again threater Cracow. The new 
Austro-German forces are reported to 
have been organized Co repel the Rus 
sian Invasion of ‘tHlunsary, but Rus 
slans hold the Carpathian passes and 
have placed artillery there on crest: 
commanding tho passages. Any Aus- 
tro-German force advancing jn Hun- 
kary will be caught between tho Rus. 
sians operating south from Galicia 
and those which have awent through 
Rukowina. . 

The East Prussian front‘and north 
or rigbt of tho lower Vistula are daily 
assuming more importante in bulle- 
(os of the grand dike, The Polish 
front to whieh the Germans have at- 
tached se Importance, in relegated 
to the third place, ‘being considered 
sufficient merely to\note that the 
Germans have been making thelr cus- 
tomary attacks and meeting with cus- 
tomary failures. It appears that the 
Germans made arrangements to take 
full advantage also ag New Year's 
Eve, as they had done of the Russian 
Christmas, but on the whole both 
passed off in comparative quiet as the 
firat atlempt at an attack revealed the 
perfret readiness of the Russians for 
anything that might turn up, nojwith- 
standing the festivals Of the Rus- 
sians, 

The Russians before the fortress of 
Hoyrn, near tation, which protects 
the passage through the Mazuriap 
Lakes, were allacked by the Ger- 
mans on New Year's Day, but tho only 
result was serious losses (0 the Ger- 
mans, On the right bank on the 
horth of the lower Vistula, the Ger- 
mans, after being turned oul of Seie- 
pez, allempted to hold the fine of the 
River Skawa, The Russians continu- 
ed their steady advance and the Ger-

manr falled to hold thelr ‘positions 
and continued thelr. retirement In a 
northerly direction. 

While the main Itussian army bas 
been busy repelling what Grand Duke 
Nicholax In bis) offictal) report de- 
serjbes as a series of violent attacks 
by Field Marshal von Hindenburg, to 
break tin way through to Warsaw, 
other. Itussian forces have stormed 
and taken Kirlibaba Pass, on the tor. 
dera of Transylvania, and have made 
further progress in their advance 
along the right bank of the Vistula 
toward the German frontier. 

The Germans fe force have deliver- 
od seven successive attacks, which 
developed inte desperate bayonet 
fighting, on the Russian lines on the 
left "bank of the Vistula, and have 
yucceeded in taking one of tbe Rus- 
jlan advance trenches. 

Further south there have been sim- 
ilar attacks, In cach case preceded by 
Yeavy” artillery engagements, The 
Russians have succeeded in silencing 
the heavy Austrian guns, which, from 
the banks of the Dunajec, have beoo 
bombardiog the town of Tarnow.

THE COST OF PRODUCING EGGS 

It fs rather diMéult to come at a fair 
average cost of producing eggs, but tt 
{s generally congeded tha on the aver. 
age farm, where the hens are well fed, 
it will cost from — $1.00 10 $1.25 per 
year, for feed. To this amount must 
be added, of course, the cost of hatch- 
ing and growing the chickens to Iay- 
ing age. We belleve that many farm- 
ors feed thelr hens on much Jess than 
$1.00 each per year, but these are not 
all good feeders and they do not get 
the best results from their pouliry.

AKO 166 egea, or nearly 14 dozen eges 
each, the average = price per dozen 
which would be required to pay ex- 
penses would be only 14 cents, Eggs 
average much higher than this during. 
the season, but itis obvious that the 
Sreateat profit would be myde from 
the eggs produced “© in winter when 
prices range around 60 cents per doz 
rather than in summer when they 
drop to in the neighborhood of 20 
cents, [t is said that the average pro: 
duction of hens in Ontario is less than 
100 eggs each dnnually, At a produc 
ton of 100 eggs, If It coat $1.95 to ma- 
ture the chicken and keep It the first 
year of laying, eggs would hare to 
average about 2344 cents per dozen 
iu order to pay the cost. With a fair 
percentage of these being produced in 
winter the production should average 
this utnount but the hen that lays only 
100 eggs in the year usually lays these 
oRgs when every other hen in the 
country Is laying, and when they are 
lowest In ¥alue, namely, spring and 
early summer. - 

The hen thae lays 200 eggs In a year 
Is the hen that Inys the most winter 
egks, large production and winter lay- 
Ing Ko together. The poultry keeper 
who strives for large production must 
fet winter eggs in abundance, and 
these give him o better chance to 
make profits from his hens. We doubt 
whether, at presen€ prices of grain, a 
hen can be well fed fora year on 
$1.25, expecially in confinement. of 
course, on the farm, which is andoubt- 
edly the place to produce eggs econom- 
leally, the hen with a free range has 
an opportunity to forage a soo part 
of her living during the summer 
months, and the cost of feeding in 
winter is‘not so high us where feeds 
must be purchased from a dealer. For 
instance, almost every farm where 
poultry is kept has a supply of man- 
Fels or sugar beets, or has access to 
red clover or alfalfa teaves. * These 
materials go 2 long way toward win- 
ler egg production and cost very ltile 
on the farm. Grain also 1s available 
at first cost, and whert skimmed milk 
may be had a small quantity of this 
soured will.da the work of the more 
expensive meat foods which the man 
who Is obliged to purcnase all his food 
must get in order'to oblain high egg 
production. ‘ 

Another point we would like ta men- 
tion fs the value of table scraps for 
poultry. On the farm these generally 
&0 to the piga where they are of con- 
siderable value; but, especially where 
no pigs are kept, they can be used to 
good advantage with the poultry. Po- 
lato peclings, apple peelings, scraps of 
ma- 
terlal may be put in a kettle together

But Heaviest German Assaults

LONDON, Jan, 22.—The bettle fot 
the-trenches {o Flanders and France 
continues almost. without cessation 
from the sea to the Swiss border. In 
‘the mud of Flanders, the floods of 
ithe Afsne Valley and the snows of 
the Argonng and the Vosges, the sol- 
dlers of Germany and the allied “na- 
tions keep up a continud) Oght .to 
hold what they possess and take 
something from that held by the 
enemy. . 

According to a long émcial report j 
of the fighting. during the past two 
months, Issued by the' French War 
Staff yesterday, this method of alege 
operations has largely favored the al- 
les, Who, while they héve gained 
ground on almost every~part of the 
front, have. been forced to give way 
in only one reglon—that of Sdiasons. 
They are being put to a test, however, 
similar to that which obliged them to 
retire from north of the Aisne, néar 
Solssons, because the Germans, re- 
alizing the danger of their communi- 
cations with Mets as a reault of the 
French advance near Pont-a-Mous- 
aon, have sent reinforcements there 
and have begun a battle or the posi- 
tlons which they lost during the past 
week. Thé Germans apparently have 
regained a portion of them, and 
fighting for the remainder is now in 
progress. 

Destruction of a big ammunition 
depot from which German forces op- 
erating near Rheims drew their sup- 
plies, was reported yesterday after- 
noon In the official despatches, Ac- 
cording to upoficlal reports the ex- 
plosion of buge supplies of powder re- 
sulted in many deaths. 

French aviators located the ammu- ; 
nition depot and Suralshed the range 
to the allies’ guoners. The guos had 
scarcely been traloed In ita direction | 
when a shell burat through the roof. 
A tremendous explosion shook the 
earth for miles around. 

Tefore the depot was blown up, 
French astillers destroyed German 
field works jg the same vicinity. im- 5 
mediately following the explosion un } 
infantry charge was ordered, the 
French taking reveral of the enemy's 
trenches, *. 

The following official communica- 
tion was Issued by the French War 
Office last olght;: 

“The enemy violently bombarded 
our positions to the north of Notre 
Dame de Lorette; then at 5 o'clock 
in the morning, began a new attack 
which wag soon repulsed. 

“In the Champagne. region two 
small woods north of a farm at Beau-- 
sejour were occupled by us. The en- 
emy delivered an unsuccessful coun- 
ter-attack, 

“In the Argonne the Germans made 
a strong attack on a salient of our 
line in the neighborhood of St. Hu- 
bert. After a violent bombardment 
of our trenches they began the attack, 
but were repulsed by the fire of our 
infantry combined with artillery tre,

PARIS, Jan, 23,—The winter sam- 
paign continues, with both sides at- 
tempting to slay a3 many of each oth- 
er as possible without being. able to 
make an appreciable advance. In 
this business of slaughter the allles 
appear to excel, for earlier deficlen- 
cles In artillery have been supplied 
by the French and British, and this 
arm’ will be a growing factor in the 
war, The improvement of and in- 
crease in the number of big guns 
have had the effect of appreciably 
reducing the losses on the part of the 
alliés to about a quarter of those ex- 
Perienced In the firat campaign In re- 
spect to the numbers engaged, and 
the soldiers have also become Inured 
to trench fighting and take care of 
themselves better.

The Argonte was still in the area 
of heavy Oghting. An assaust on.a 
field work called Marie Therese near 
Fontaine Madame, The enemy was 
repulsed in two vigorous counter at- 
tacks, but fighting went on throygh- 
out the day. It became extremely fur- 


Jous, but the French still held their 


positions at nightfall. 

The Germans also made night at- 
tacks on the French lines at the Hart- 
man-Wellerkopf hills, but these did 
not succeed.

REDUCTION OF HOTEL 
‘LICENSES IN MONTREAL. 





Agitation in the. Province of Que- 

bec/against, the granting; indiscrim- 
inately of tavern licenses in cities, 
particularly in Montreal, has had its 
effect upon Members of the Quebec 
Legislature, and has caused to be 
placed upon the statute book a law 
limiting restaurant and tavern li- 
censés in Montreal to joo for the 
license year beginning May 1, 
1915, and-to 350 for the year be- 
ginning May 1, 1916. 
' Montreal was the proper place to 
test the efficacy of a reduction in 
the drinking haunts of a city, it be- 
ing stated to be the most over- 
licensed city in Canada, having as 
many licenses as any other ten cities 
in the Dominion. -It was for that 
reason that the Royal Commission 
recommended a reduction in the 
number of licenses, and the Govern- 
ment is acting upon the advice of its 
Royal Commission."’ 

The, advocates and supporters of 
this restrictive law fear it may be 
evaded -by- a proposed .amendment, 
which if passed would legalize an 
“emergency transfer’ of licenses, 


and permit a man’to remove his 1i- 


Gense perhaps;to.a part of.the city 
where there had never been a license 
before. : 

In view of such a.transfer of li- 
censes the Government has been 
asked that there be a time limit 
placed on the existence of all bars, 
and have set that limit at May 1, 
1917,"" adding that about 100 com- 
panies had been formed in the city 
for the purpose of evading the new

The Legislature had, in passing the 
law, some regard for what it.con- 
sidered the rights of property hold- 
ers, who had-been doing a business 
sanctioned and legalized by the laws 
af the Province, by providing some 
compensation to those whose prop- 
erty would be rendered valucless or 
Partially so by the deprivation of 
their licenses, which compensation 
, is t0 be naid out of the consolidated 
revenue fund of the province, and 
the license fees of the rpppaicing 400 
Will be sutomatically /and propor- 
‘tionately increased so that the total 
revenue arising “from all licensed 
places shall not be less than that ob- 
tained before the reduction.

The Pastor declared that the Bible 
Hell. is;a very reasonable one, but 
that the theological Hell is a most 
upreasonable one, as all must agree. 
The ‘theological Hell. is a red-hot 
furnace, manned with fire-proof 
devils,-aud containing practically alt 
of the homan family who have ever 
lived—the exception being the com- 
paratively small number of saintly 
followers of Jesus, This Hell is the 
common: property of Catholics and 
Protestants; and they are welcome 
to it, so far as the Pastor is concern- 
ed. He* declares it an absurdity, 
wholly..contradictory to the Bible; 
and he: proved-his points well In the 
estimation of nearly all present. 

The’ Pastor remaked upon how 
many different ‘kinds ‘of Hell: there 
are, according to theology. It seem- 
ed ‘to him’ that ¢ach™ preacher felt 
that he had‘a right to make a hell 
forall non-church members accord- 
ing” to~ bl8-own™ agnception. “None 
aeemed to think it necessary to go 
to the Bible. He reminded us of the 
views of tbe saintly Thomas a Kem- 
pls,-in whichbe deserlbed the horr!- 
ble smells and sights of Helt so 
graphically as to make one wonder if 
he. had made a special visit and re- 
turned to write ils description. He 
reminded,us of the vivid picture this 
writer gives of a naked soul—if any- 
body knows what a naked soul is— 
and how the fiery blasts finally as- 
bestosized the outer skin, rendering 
the suffering somewhat less. 

But this decrease of suffering, ac- 1 
cording to Thomas a Kempis, was? 
displeasing to God; and a description 
is‘given of how this torture was re- 
newed and intensified. The asbestos 
skin split down the back Iike the 
sbell of a locust, and into that crack 
the flames of Heil licked their way. 
furiously upon the raw flesh of the 
damned souls. _ This process, tbe 
saint informed ius,is to be kept up 
thropghout all eternity for the joy 
of God and the holy angels, for the 
satisfaction of some kind of justice 
which. {be;saint.had in mind, but 
which we of to-day, thank God! are 
ubable.to comprehend. 

The Pastor. declared that fre Ja 
used in- the New Testament as a 
symbo) of destruction, an Illustration 
of how all. the wilfully wicked God 
will destroy eventually. People do 
koow something about fiery trials, 
aod about heaping coals of fire upon 
che heads of their enemies figurative- 
ly. But whenever the word fire oc- 
curs {p any connection where it can 
be twisted into signifying eternal 
torment, those who love that kind of 
punishment for their enemies are 
ewift to take advantage of it—eternal 
torment is the just, the loving thing 
to give to all the heathen who never 
heard of Christ, to all the poor, tz- 
porant and degraded who, born in 
sip, ip weakness, find themselves dis- 
couraged and overwhelmed ‘by the 
‘Afiversary—to all not church mem- 



















This sort of thing has been going 
op so. long, the Pastor sald, that 
everybody gradually came to belleve 
it; and remarkably few have inquired 
ag to its unscripturainess. Many sen- 
sible people held aloof from religion 
entirely, unwilling to confess them- 
selves bellevers of auch a doctrine or 
wprshipers of such a God. 
yBut mow we have variations to 
Bit our more refined feelings, Min- 
ra, without giving thelr author- 
ity, now tell various tules about Hell. 
Bore have it with a slower fre, not 
#6 red-bot; others have It that it is 
merely a place of mental, remorse— 
following in this,'to some extent, the 
Jeading of Dante's picture of Purga- 
tary, where various punishments are 
uyeled out for various sins, They do 
not, however, go so far as Dante and 
call the place Purgatory; or admit 
that there will ever be any release 
from it, They content themselves?) 
by saying that there is notbing in the 
,Bible “about Purgatory, and forget 
that there {s nothing in the Bible 
about thelr kind of Hell, the Bible 
Hell being a totally different one. .- 
According to the Catholic doctrine, 
all Caibolica go to Purgatory to be 
purified and fitted’ for Heaven; and 
ibey «rejoice in thin lesser torture 
because it is less {ban the eternal 
torture: reserved for, others. Frota 
their viewpoint. havoy fs the man,

Thus - one 
of our Lord’s parables has béen selz- 
ed upon to'prove that Hell Ja a. place 
of torture, parched tongues, etd: We 
cannot here discuss this parable or 
the two figurative statements In Re- 
Yelation used to bolster the doctrine 
of eternal torment; we must ¢onfive 
ourselves to our tert.

That pam- 
phlet will settle all your questions, 
supplementing what I am saying to 
you to-day. I take pleasure In giv- 
ing it away free, because I know the 
Joy, the blessing, the relief, it brings 
to many earnest, honest hearts. I 
know that many after reading are 
enabled to love, worship and serve 
the great God of Love heartily, in- 
telligently, as never before, 
Our English word Hell comes to 
us from the German language— 
hoeble, signifying a hole. It is, 
therefore, a very good translation 
for the Hebrew vweord Sheol, which 
signifies a pit, a hole, a grave. The 
New Testament Greek gives us Hades 
as the exact equivalent of Sheol, 
Whenever Sheol {ts translated into 
the New Testament Greek the word 
Hades is used. Thus the Psalmist 
wrote, “Thou wilt not leave My soul 
ia Sheol” (bell—the grave); and St. 
Peter translated this in the New 
Testament, rendering {t, “Thou wilt 
not leave’ My soul in Hades” (hell— 
the grave}. 

St. Peter tells us that these words 
were not true respecting the Propbet 
David, \\who used them;.that be Is 
still in- Hejl, in Sheol, in Hades. He 
says, “His sepulehre js with us unto 
thia day." The Prophet David had 
not yet been resurrected out of Sheol, 
out of the state of death, out of the 
grave condition. St, Peter explains 
that the words were a prophecy re- 
lating to Christ's resurrection—that 
God raised Jesus from the dead oo 
the third day—raised Him, there- 
fore, from Hades, after He bad been 
in Hades for-parts\ef three days. 

There is not a s of authority 
anywhere for the absurd statement, 
sometimes made by cornered clerey- 
men, that “Paradise {s on one side wf 
the creek and Hades-on the other." 
The Bible tells of a Paradise, but tt 
ia future. It tella of Hades, the 
gtate of the dead; but it ia present, 
and Is to be destroyed in the future. 
The destruction of Hades, Sheol, the 
grave, will progress during the 
thousand years of Christ’s Relgn. 
> Every. thme an {ndlvidual ig resur- 
rected from the dead, bis grave will 
be destroyed—it will be a grave no 
longer. . 

At a tim@when the Bible was not 
in the hands of the people, and -not 
considered necessary to,ibem, be- 
cause they had the creeds, variour 
errors spread; and both Catholics and 
Protestants helped to spread them, 
and no doubt many were decelved 
into believing all that they sald. We 
are not charging them all with bypo- 
erisy, but with error—with being 
out of harmony with the Bible. The 
Bible does not tell about any. going 
fo Heaven at death; but it does tel} 
that all, both good and bad, rich and 
poor, go to Hell at death; that King 
David went to Hell, and is stil] there, 






































Note the Apostle Peter's . words, 
“David is not ascended {nto the 
Heavens.” (Acts 2:34.) David Is 


not one of the elect “Church. He was 
never called to the Heavenly Calling. 
BS was not a follower of Christ; for 
he Mved centuries before that time. 
His blessing of resurrection will be 
to human nature, earthly nature; 
and bis reward will be a share 'n 
that restored Paradise, which will 
eventually be world-wide. ° 

We remind our readers that the 
Bible history of four thousand and 
more years bas no reference to any 
other Hell than Sheol. We remind 
you that although our Bible was 
translated by people who believed In 
a fiery Hell, they were unable to 
translate quite -half of the occur- 
rences of the word Sheol by our Eng- 
lsh word Hell. They were obliged 
to translate the majority as grave or 
pit. They should not have made any 
exception; in every case the. word 
should have been rendered graye or 
pit; for this Ig.what ¢ means, 

Jesus was fhised up out of Sheol, 
Hades, the tomb; for His death had 
been a sacrificial one, and there was 
no real cause of death in Him. But 
there was another person brought 
back, Jonah, who the Lord declared 
was typical of Himself — Jonah's 
three days in the-belly of the fish 
corresponding to our Lord's three 
days in Hell, Hades, the grave. The 
resurrection of Jesus was represent- 
ed also In the ekperfences of Jonah; 
for on the third day the great fish 
vomited him forth. Jonah, describ- 
ing his experiences while burled alive 
in the belly of.the fish, says, “Out of 
the belly of Hell erled I, and Thon 
heardest my voice,” etc, “The fith 
vomited him upon the dry land. He 
was rescued from the Hell-belly; for 
the belly of the fish was his Hell, or 
grave, 

The Bible ts very explicit Inde 
claring that all die—not mercly 
seem to die, but really die—and that 
there would be no future Ife what- 
ever for mankind, unless God pro- 
vides a resurrection. _ God has pro-

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for-our sins. St. Paul declares, If]: 
there be no.zesnrrection of the dead, 
all our, Christian ‘faith’ and hope are 
perished; we have nothing to live 
for; \we have ‘no.hopes.” But be A 
sures us’ that) Christ ‘haa died a 
risen. Therefore, ultimately, ‘all om 
be delive from’ ‘the . power of 
Sheol, Hades, the grave. 

A tew were awakened .in- olden 
times, merely to relapse into death 
again. \ It was not possible that any 
could be fully recovered: from’ the 
power of death until Christ first bad 
provided the Redemption-price on 
man's behalf. God speaks of things 
from ‘this viewpoint, Looking down 
from the beginning, He tells us that 
Ho had provided Jesus as “the Lamb 
of God” In’ His purpose before the 
foundation of the world. Hence, In 
speaking to Moses, He'did not speak 
of the world as being dead in the 
sense of dead brute beasts, but as 
those who havé hape. He spake of 
the things’ not -yet accomplished as 
though they had already been accom- 
plished, and declared Himself the 
God of: Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, 
who .were dead, but for whom a re- 
surrection had been provided. 

Of both the good and the bad we 
read that they were gathered to their, 
fathers, Their fathers were not in 
Heaven; for that is not a sleeping 
place; thelr fathers were not jn ‘the 
fiery Hell of orthodoxy and the creeds 
of the Dark Ages; for they were not 
yet imagined. They did not steep in 
a Catholic Purgatory for the sama 
reason; but they slept, and are aleep- 
fing. still, and will continue to sleep 
uptil they shall be awakened. . 

This same thought fs given in the 
New Testament as well aa in the Old. 
Jesus said: that Lazarus slept; and 
He awakened the daughter of Jairus 
from the sleep. St. Paul declared 
that all the Church would sleep ex- 
cept those who would be alive at the 
time of our Lord’s Second Coming. It 
{s from this viewpoint that the great 
work of Christ and His Millennial 
Kingdom is described as specifically 
and especially an awakening of the 
sleeping dead. 

In the Old Testament Sheol is de- 
scribed as a great prison-house Into 
which the people have gone, and out 
of which none could make his way to 
Uderty from death, The same 
thought is given us In the New Testa- 
ment. Our'Lord tella of how He will 
unlock Hades, Sheol, the tomb, and 
deliver thé prisoners. He tells us 
that He “bas the keys of death and 
of Hades.” He got the key, or au- 
thority,.or power, to open the grave, 
to give a resurrection to ‘the whole 
world of mankind, at the cost of His 
life, which He freely sacrificed, dy- 
ing “the Just for the unjust,” “taste 
ing death for every man,” 

In symbolic language the Série» 
turea picture Jesus as Jeading forth 
a multitude of captives. (Ephesians 
4:8.} ©The frat company of captives 
delivered wilt be the Church, the 
Bride, the Lamb’s Wife, they who 
will have part in the First Resur- 
rection. Truly the Scriptures de- 
clare, “The gates of Hell sball not 

prevail against thee.” Christ is 
stronger than the power of. death, 
and He has met the death penalty 
that was against us, He redeem- 
ed us, He will dell early in 
the Moraoing of the New Dispensa- 
tion. 

And tbat Is only part of the won- 
derful Story. Tho Apostle declares 
that The Christ will be the First- 
fruits, Jesus the Head, and tbe 
Church His Body. Afterward wilt

NEVER AGAIN, SAYS NOYES. | 

British Poct Says Allies Have seat 
Up Thelr Minds To That. H 

NEW YORK, Jan. 25. — Alfred 
Noyes, Britlab poet and peace advo- 
cate, and visiting Professor of Eng- 
lish at Princeton, reached here Sat- 
urday aboard the Lusitania. : 

“The watchword of even the niost { 
pronounced militarist among tho al- 
lies,” said Mr. Noyes, “‘is- ‘never 
again.” When the settlement finally 
comes there will certainly be a grim 
attempt to establish some sort of col- 
lective responsibility among nations 
so that treaties cannot be again torn 
up with impunity.

KEEP GOOD BROOD SOWS 


The selection of really good brood 
sous is nut’ as ‘eazy a inatter as is 
scwetimes supposed. “It is ono that 
culls for tho best attention and judg- 
tent. Tho sows aro to be the woth- 
ers of the pigs and impart to many of 
thes tho © desirable characteristics 
which. we wish them tu possess. Ifthe 
sows fail to possess such characteris- 
tics they certainly cannot transmit 
them to their progeny. Everyone 
should know first what ho wants and 
then sccure as much of what ho de- 
sires in the brood sows, by selection, 
as he possibly can. 

The matter of timo in selecting the 
sows for brecding is of considcraable 
importance. There are those who will 
say in an offhand manner that tho 
proper timo to acloct the wows is at the 
weaning time. With some and under 
certain conditions it may do to chouso 
them then, but under conditions us 
ually found at that time, it is a dan- 
gerous period ut which to perform 
tv important w task, 

At weaning timo somo of the pigs 
aro very fat and look nicvu, but it is 
well to bear in mind that excessivo fat 
at that time is not © beneficial, and 
therefore the operation should be de- 
layed if possiblo or postponed to 3 
more appropriate, time.

BLUCHER FULL OF HOLES. 


+ German Saltor Says the British Fire 
Was Terrible. 


LONDON, Jan. — The Scots- 
Man to-day published a narrative of 
a German bluejacket, one of the sur- 
vivors of the German armored cruls- 
er Blucher, who once lived In tho 
United States, 

j The bluejacket said the German 
feet was-advancing at full speed to 
attack the English coast when the 
British warships were sighted, 
Thereupon the Germans turned and 
made for port. The Dlucher, which 
was comparatively slow, made des. 
berate efforts to keep up her mazi- 
mum speed, but the British overhaul- 
ed and opened fire upon her ‘at a 
Tange of about ten miles. 

“We wero under firo from firat to 
last,” the bjuejacket continues, “The 
British centred their fire on ua, Their 
fire was awful. Our guns were put 
out of action, our decks were swept 
and our gun crews wiped out. 

“One shell burst In tho heart of the 
ship, there many men who had col- 
lected were killed, I saw-five killed 
wilh one shell next to me. £E don't 
know what finished the Blucher as 
she was full of holes, but I heard she 
struck a torpedo. If so we can thank 
the torpedo for saving hundreds of 
lives from the murderous gun fre,

_What are the facts of Bourassa's 
political career? Henri’ Bourassa 
was nurtured at the bosom of Laur- 
ier Liberalism, He was reared in 
the Liberal party. When he came 
‘to the House of Commons in 1896 
he was the political pet of Lauricr. 
Laurier at Boston had shortly be- 
fore declared that the ultimate goal 
of Canada was independence, that 
the Dominion would leave the 
Motherland “like the ripe fruit 
which drops from the parent tree.’" 

Bourassa was brought up on that 
doctrine. Lauricr did not believe in 
sending Canadian troops to South 
Africa. Bourassa and Lemicux 
were of the same opinion. At suc- 
cessive Inperial Conferences Laur- 
ier persisted in his refusal to recog: 
nize the principle that it was the 
duty of Canada to contribute some- 
thing towards shouldering the bur- 
den of Empire defence. That Is the 
essence of Bourassa’s teaching. 
the Imperial Conference of 1yss 
Laurier told the British Government 
that ‘we in Canada have taken the 
position that it is not our duty to 
take part in all of England's wars.’ 
That is exactly what Mr. Bourassa! 
says in his pampbict ‘The Duty of 
the Hour."

Better Toan Enemy.

Great Hordes of Germans Driving 
Down. on British Positions. at, 


Their Final Defeat In Counter- 
Attack,

additional accounts of the recent 
heavy fighting in which the British 
took part, *

tle-line in many weeks, 


The abjective of the German ate 


chy, which has been held by the Brits 


iuh troops since the, beginning of the 
Givenchy {@ only four kilo- 
metres from La Bassee, which is in 
the hands of the enemy.. 

From a military polot of view, the 
importance of the smal! agricultyrat 
and mining village Hes In the 
that it stands on,rising ground in a 
wide, marshy plalo, which commands 
the high road from La Bassee to 
Bethune and which is skirted both by 
the railway and the canal, 

The attack developed very sud- 
denly. In the morning dense masses 
of the men emerged from the 
trenches and charged our positions. 
The rifles and machine guns opened , 
fire from our trenches and the houses 
of the village. Heavy toss“was tn- 
fileted upon the ‘enemy, and they 
were repulsed again and again, but 
each time they were reinforced and 
returned to the charge. 

For nearly three hours the issue 
hung In the balance, until the welght 
of overwhelming numbers began to 
tell [In favor of the enemy, Our fire 
@ould no longer atay them, and they 
came right up to our trenches, throw- 
ing band grenades with considerable 
effect as they came. 

Then with a final rush with the 
bayonet the trenches were won, Our 
men retired in good order upon the 
village and upon the second line of 
trenches, ¢ 

The enemy, flushed with success, 
pressed onward, with the object of 
capturing Givenchy. The 656th Prus- 
sian Infantry and a. botly of the 
Seventh Pioneers actually: penetrated 
into the village strectz. A fusfous 
fusillade opened then from the 
houses, and they broke mnd fled. 

The British artillery near Festu- 
bert, on the north, and the French 
artillery, on the south, now came into 
action. Their shrapnel fre made the 
road back to La Bassee practically 
impassable. The Germano supports 
could not reach them, and many fell 
fn running the gauntlet, while some 
succeeded in reaching tha trench they 
had captured at so great a cost, 

At one o'clock in the afternoon 
the British counter-attack began to 
develop. One unit was directed to 
retake the lost trench, aad, alded by 
the French on their right, they did It 
manfully and well, charging often 
knee deep in water and mud. Dy 
nightfall the lost positions had been 
regained, 

The Chronicle carrespondent. says: 

The Initial engagement In the La 
Bassce region was but a prelude to 
the severe engagement still In pro- 
gress on Wednesday, This revival of 
desperate’ fighting synchronizes with 
the apell of very cold but dry weath- 
ev, which made the ground firmer 
every day this week, lending increas- 
ed mobility to both infantry and ar- 
tQlery, and filling the men with moro 
of the exbilaration of hand-to-hand 
fighting. Nevertheless, the country 
alde {a atlll gofy enough to.make the 
Germans In thalir attack fbow a de 
clded preferende for the roads, and 
this explains how on the main thor- 
oughfare between Bethune and La;
